The FFV recently held a Strategic Work- 
shop to discuss the future of semi-pro 
men’s football in Victoria. Can you talk 

a little about that and the direction we’re 
heading in? 

We’ve written out to all VPL clubs and the men’s 
standing committee advising that FFA now have 

a working party that is reviewing state leagues 
across Australia. So what the Board agreed to at the 
Workshop and subsequent meeting was that we’re 
not moving forward with any restructure of the 
VPL next year. We still will finalise the VPL review 
currently being conducted by Ken Jacobs, but the 
status quo will remain for 2010. There won’t be 

a men’s summer league for 2009/10 and the VPL 
will continue in it’s current form in 2010 while FFA 
conducts their review in terms of state leagues in 
Australia. 


Is the FFA review you mentioned looking at 
the viability of a possible national second- 
tier competition with a view to introducing 
promotion/relegation into the A-League? 

I think the review is more in line with seeing what 
each member Federation conducts for their highest 
level level mens competitions and seeing how they 
may be able to get some form of unity or standardi- 
sation across some of those leagues. 

From the FFV point of view, we will wait for that 
process to be finalised before moving forward with 
any restructures of the VPL orthe introduction of a 
men’s summer league. 

In light of the FFA’s review of state leagues, will 
the review of the VPL currently being undertaken 
by Ken Jacobs still be completed? 

Yes, that’s still a valuable document and we’d 
want to feed that into the national process as well 
because you'll have the view of all the clubs in 
Victoria. 


Has the unwillingness of some of the clubs 


to participate in the VPL review with Ken 
Jacobs hindered the process? 

Ken’s out there knocking on doors and talking to 
people within clubs, though there has been an issue 
that a number of Premier League clubs haven’t 
been prepared to speak with Ken directly and that 
has delayed the process. We would have liked to 
have Ken’s report finalised by now and being con- 
sidered by the Board but is has been delayed. 

FFV have advised players who hope to be picked 
for the junior state teams that they must participate 
in the FFV’s junior summer league to be eligbile 
to be picked. Some people are questioning that. 
What’s FFV’s justification for enforcing that selec- 
tion criteria? 

There’s always a process to be selected for your 
state. You have to participate in a process to be 
selected for your state. The process here is that you 
play for your club in wintertime and you play for 
your summer league zone in summertime and at the 
end of the summer league the best of the best play 
for their state. 

That process was in place this year and if you 
look at the Victorian under 13 and 14 boys and girls 
teams going to the Nationals we had seven boys go 
on to make the underage Australian team. 4 girls 
made the National train-on squad. They all went 
through their winter clubs, then on to their summer 
league zones, then made the state side and eventu- 
ally made the National Team squads, so the system 
does work. 

When FFA looked at how to become internation- 
ally competetive, one of the things they noted is 
that in football nations across the world they play 
football 11 months a year, where in Australia tradi- 
tionally it’s played six months a year. Our talented 
players need to be playing more. It’s an approporate 
selection process. They get to show their skills over 
a period of the summer and winter leagues and it’s 
not just based on one or two selection trials. 


In light of the financial situations of a lot of 
clubs at VPL and especially State League 
level, does the FFV consider their financial 
penalites and disciplinary measures to be 
in line with the club’s capacity to pay the 


penalties? Is the FFV merely conducting an 
excercise in revenue raising? 

Our grievance and disciplinary by-laws are aimed 
to address the issues that come up within the sport. 
When we did a review last year the Board identi- 
fied a number of areas, and one was abuse towards 
match officials. Abuse towards match officials is at 
a level that is actually driving them out of the game 
and makes it harder to attract people to become ref- 
erees. Therefore we need to have a zero tolerance 
towards them doing their jobs. The penalties have 
been based around that zero tolerance approach. So 
we’ve strengthened that, we’ve strengthened penal- 
ties relating to anyone going onto the pitch who 
shouldn’t be there. Two things — in melee situations 
when things can get out of control very quickly, if 
spectators or anyone who’s not a player enters the 
field of play, penalties have been strengthened in 
that area. And the other in is un-registered players. 
Ifa player is unregistered it’s a form of cheating, 
isn’t it?. So we’ve taken a zero tolerance approach 
to un-registered players. 

The sanctions in those areas need to be severe to 
ensure to ensure that those type of behaviours don’t 
hinder the development of the game. If we want 
to get more referees and better quality refereeing 
withing the sport we need to get more people in 
the refeering system and they need to be shown the 
respect they deserve, because they are basically 
volunteers doing their job to the best of their ability. 
They will make mistakes, everyone makes mistakes 
in life, but they don’t need to be abused for provid- 
ing a community service for the sport, so penalties 
need to be harsh. 


Are the FFV doing enough to support clubs 


in dealing with instances of crowd disrup- 
tion or violence? What are FFV doing about 
it? 

We have very strong disciplinary and tribunal 
by-laws in place so if there there is inapprorpri- 
ate behaviour the penalties are harsh. We would 
encourage clubs to identify people who are causing 
disruption to their games and we will support them 
in bans. If you look at our entry criteria for games 
where spectators pay to attend, we have a reciprocal 
arrangement in place so that if a club bans someone 
then that individual is banned from all VPL grounds 
across Victoria. So we are actively working wth 
clubs, we know they want assistance to address 
their issues. We provide them with advice on ensur- 
ing they have the right security and risk manage- 
ment programs in place. We’ve got the Football 
ACE program in place now which assists clubs in 
making sure they’ve got their code of conduct in 
place for coaches, spectators and officials. So were 
doing a lot to assist clubs with the issues, but the 
clubs also need to take responsibility for the issue 
and identify the people who disrupt their fixures. 

If you want to watch football, come along and 
watch the game and enjoy the community atmo- 
sphere but don’t disrupt the play or disrupt the 
game afterwards, because no one wants to see that. 


Are there any plans to look at changing 
the regional splits of the State League or 
the possibility of a finals series for State 
Leagues? 

There’s none planned for next year, but we are do-

ing a finals series with the Womens Premier League 
this season. The intention is to see how that goes, 
see how it is accepted by the clubs and players with 
the intention to see if it’s viable to do something 
along those lines for the juniors and men’s competi- 
tion. 

There has to be a review done to see if the regional 
splits are still appropriate. When you get down to 
State League 3 and Provisional Leagues, do the 
players and clubs actually want to travel that far, or 
would they be more comfortable if they could play 
their football in a more localised way? It would be 
a very valuable discussion we need to have with the 
clubs and it’s on the agenda, and we’ll look at that 
at the end of the year or early next year to look at 
something from 2011 onwards. 


What is the FFV’s view on the possible 
re-introduction of a Cup competion for the 
state? 

It’s on the agenda. Two issues are access to 
grounds and making sure there is enough interest 
in a Cup competition at the lower levels. I think it 
would work well as a pre-season competition for 
the lower levels and bringing the VPL clubs and 
State | clubs in for the later rounds. It’s a matter of 
logisitcs, planning and making sure that it’s some- 
thing everyone wants. 


Is there any progress on the FFV securing a 
major sponsor for the VPL? 

We’re in discussions with a number of companies 
regarding a premier partnership, with part of that 
being naming rights to the men’s and women’s 
premier leagues. It’s not an easy market to find 
sponsorship, but we’re working hard. We are get- 
ting some runs on the board with our recent annon- 
cement of Clear Solar’s sponsorship of women’s 
football and Melbourne Victory Women’s team and 
we are talking to a number of very interested parties 
that want to get involved, but it is difficult. 


Is there sponsorship or naming rights sponsor- 
ship for the Summer League? 

We’ve got a number of properties - summer league, 
men’s and women’s premier leagues, the state 
leagues - that are all viable and valuable properties 
that we want to make sure we get the right partner 
with. We’re also looking at our beverage parnter 
at the moment, so hopefully we may have an an- 
nouncement on that shortly. We’re working through 
the process but obviously we want to get the 
premier partner on board, it’s a priority as it’s the 
biggest one but we’re not going to give it away and 
we’re going to make sure we get the right partner 
for the competition. 


Has there been any progress on FFV’s pro- 
posed business intiatives as per the FFV 
Strategic Plan? 

We’re looking to have an online retail outlet up 
and running for next season so we can provide a 
good quality service to all of our 
stakeholders and we’re also looking at the venue 
issues, another part of the Strategic plan. There was 
a fantastic announcement from the government 
recently with $5.7m to go into venue upgrades to 
provide more access for people to enjoy the sport. 
The Knox regional facility in combination with 
Basketball will be fantastic, it’s another regional 
facilty that FFV will be involved in the manage- 
ment of and will be up and running in about two 
years. There’s a lot of work, strategically, going 
into our facilities which will generate new revenue 
streams and more opportunities for people to enjoy 
football. 


Finally, regarding the recent bushfire ap- 
peal matches vs MVFC, how much money 
was raised? 

We’re trying to finalise all the costs. There were 
no costs from an FF'V point of view but there were 
some venue costs, particularly around security, 
but it’s anticipated that well over $5000 will be 
donated to the bushfire charities which is a fantastic 
achievement. It was great exposure for the sport 
and a good fundraising opportunity.

After defending for 20 minutes, Dan- 
denong made a quick break through the 
middle were Ryan Davidson was put 
through by Alexander Tabor and Ryan’s ef- 
fort on goal forced Lou Acevski into a great 
save to keep the scores level. 

As the Ist was in its mid stages Dande- 
nong were slowly getting back into the 
game with a couple half chances on goal, 
but failure to capitalize on those chances 
had proven to be costly on the 28th minute 
mark.

Tony Sterjovski was in the action again 
when he provided a dangerous cross which 
was headed out partially but Mitch Bo- 
sevski got on the end of it, intelligently cut 
it back to Ross Thompson who agonizingly 
shot wide. 

With minutes remaining Hume City 
doubled their lead with a bit of luck. 

Andy Vlahos received the ball in his at- 
tacking half, held the ball up, twisted and 
turned then put Mitch Bosevski on goal, 
who then cut back on his left and with a 
deflection the ball got past a stumped Stuart

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LIONS FINALLY ROAR 
Hana Hands Preston First Win For ‘09 


Sunday saw struggling Richmond 
visit B.T.Connor Reserve to face bot- 
tom of the league Preston Lions. 

For the home side Aleksandar Stojanovski 
came into the starting line-up as goalkeeper 
following an injury to Damir Salcin in the 
0-4 loss at Green Gully. Kliment Coceski 
also came into the team in place of Michael 
Miskas. The Eagles, gave senior starting 
debuts to Enes Sivic and Stuart Wilson, 
with Dimitri Tsiaras and Richie Cardozo out 
through suspension. 

Five minutes into the game a great ball 
from Lorenz Kindtner released Gary Wales 
out wide on the left, but the following cross 
flew over the head of Milos Lujic. Blaze 
Georgioski tried his luck from thirty yards 
shortly after, his effort going well over the 
bar. A good ball up the line from Sivic al- 
lowed Lujic to turn Chris Jones but he was 
unable to keep his cross in play. 

In the sixteenth minute Igorce Kolevski 
blasted a shot over from outside the area after 
receiving the ball from a throw-in and turn- 
ing sharply. A corner from Wales was headed 
away to the far post where Lujic volleyed a 
cut-back to George Goutzioulis, who in turn 
volleyed a shot over the crossbar. 

Wales overhit a cross when played in out 
wide on the left by a good ball from Wilson 
approaching the half-hour mark. Bale Mi- 
covski did well to get into a good position in 
the penalty area a minute later, but his pull- 


back from the right was eventually cleared. 
A headclash saw Terry Antoniadis leave the 
field to have a deep cut attended to, and the 
momentum was all with the home team as 
the first half came to a conclusion. 

In the thirty-sixth minute Preston went 
the closest so far to grabbing the only goal, 
a shot screwing wide from one striker to the 
other, who then also miss-hit a shot. Three 
minutes later Martin Hana was less wasteful, 
finishing well after Micovski had crossed 
from the right to put the Lions ahead. The 
late rally saw the Lions deservedly enter the 
break holding their 1-0 lead, a first win of the 
season well within their sights. 

The second half saw play fluctuate from 
end to end. In the fiftieth minute Hana dinked 
a ball over the top of the defence for Geor- 
gioski to run onto, the subsequent chip clear- 
ing the crossbar. Lujic pulled the ball back to 
Antoniadis after making a run down the left, 
the ball being played into the feet of Wales 
who then laid it back for Wilson to shoot, 
the ball going just wide of the post. A great 
ball from Micovski from the right towards 
the penalty spot allowed Hana to double the 
Lions lead in the fifty-seventh minute. 

On the hour mark Peter Zois denied Hana 
in a one-on-one situation near the penalty 
spot. Goutzioulis shot wide from twenty- 
five yards three minutes later. When Hana 
switched the ball from right to left to find 
Ivan Filipovski in plenty of space in the 
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sixty-fouth minute, the resulting shot was 
easily saved by Zois. 

Arun down the left from Tom Milardovic 
began the build-up to Richmond pulling a 
goal back in the sixty-fifth minute. Milar- 
dovic passed to Goutzioulis who then found 
Wales. Wales played a good ball inside to 
release Lujic, who finished powerfully for 
his second goal since signing from Oakleigh 
Cannons. 

A flick from Wales sent Lujic away on 
the left with fifteen minutes remaining, but 
he was fouled with the free-kick amounting 
to nothing. Goutzioulis again tried his hand 
from outside the area three minutes later, 
his shot flying just wide of the top corner. 
Substitute Vladimir Kostadinovski proved 
a handful for Richmond’s defence with 
his pace on the counter attack in the final 
minutes. He hit the side netting when pushed 
wide by Stuart McCluskey after almost get- 
ting through to be one-on-one with Zois. 

The end came shortly after, the Lions 
restoring some pride by notching their first 
win of the campaign. They will hope to 
continue their revival in another home game 
in the next round, against Oakleigh Cannons. 
Richmond will next face South Melbourne 
at home, a stern test indeed for a side in the 
midst of a severe form slump.

Thanks but no thanks 

FROM one perspective I would like to 
thank Football Federation Victoria’s 
tribunal for raising the profile of this 
publication. 

From a more important perspective I am 
deeply disturbed from my understanding 
of what took place at last week’s tribunal 
hearing which suspended Frankston Pines 
and St Albans Dinamo from competing in 
State One for the remainder of the current 
season. 

The reason for my unease concerns my 
admittedly limited understanding of what 

I believe in legalese is often referred to as 
“due process”. 

Here is my understanding of some of the 
events that took place at last Wednesday 
evening’s hearing. 

I stress that I was not present at the hearing 
so what I am about to relate is hearsay but 
I firmly believe that it is in the public inter- 
est to relate what I have been told in good 
faith. 

I have been told that during the hearing a 
copy of my column in last week’s Goal! 
Weekly was brought to the attention of the 
parties involved by a tribunal member. I 
have been told that sections of my column 
had been highlighted and that the parties in- 
volved were told that it was not in the inter- 
ests of the sport to have incidents published 
such as the one that led to the hearing. 
What sticks in my craw here is that my 
understanding of how an FFV tribunal 
hearing should be conducted is that the 
parties involved should be asked to submit 
evidence pertinent to the case and should 
answer questions pertinent to the matter at 
hand and directed at them by any member 
of the three-person independent tribunal. 
What then has Goal! Weekly or any publi- 
cation or media product got to do with an 
FFV tribunal? Please tell me so that we’ ll 
both know. 

Is it fair to assume that my column had 
been read by at least one tribunal member 
prior to the hearing and is it possible in any 
way that that tribunal member entered the 
hearing with a preliminary view of at least 
some of the events that took place? 

If so was that tribunal member fit to partici- 
pate in the hearing? 

I think that these questions need to be ad- 
dressed. 

Here’s another question I would like FFV 
to address: Why do our rules of competition 
not allow Pines and St Albans to continue 
playing under a stay of proceedings until 
their appeals against last week’s determina- 
tions are heard? 

I wrongly assumed that such a rule existed 
until I spoke to Tribunal and Disciplinary 
Manager Maxwell Gratton last Friday. 
“No, there is no rule pertaining to a stay of 
proceedings and that is made quite clear in 
our GDT (grievance disciplinary and tribu- 
nal) by-law,” said Gratton. 

What also is made quite clear in FFV’s 
GDT by-law 2.5 is that one of the tribunal’s 
objectives is: “To ensure that all charges ... 
shall be conducted fairly and in accordance 
with the principles of natural justice.” 

Is there anyone out there who can explain 
to me what is just or fair in a ruling that 
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stops clubs from competing before the judi- 
cial process has reached its conclusion? 


Ref backs Pines, Saints 

THE statement from the referee who 
officiated at the Pines v St Albans game 
clearly did not hold much weight with 
the tribunal members. 

Here, in part, is what referee Sergio Ter- 
ceiro’s statement said: 

“Frankston Pines were very good with our 
security and they made sure all precautions 
were taken to ensure our safety ... 

“After speaking to both of my ARs (assis- 
tant referees) they do not have any issue in 
doing games at St Albans or at Frankston, 
and I also do not have a problem returning 
to both clubs in the future as I hope that this 
is a once[sic] off, and we do not need to see 
this ... between these two great clubs.” 


Didn’t see it coming 

THE more I hear about last week’s 
tribunal hearing the more I reckon that 
both clubs were caught by a sucker 
punch. 

Particularly St Albans Dinamo, which only 
was represented by secretary Joe Paulis. 
I’m sure the last thing on the minds of 
committee members at both clubs was that 
the charge of “club misconduct”, if proven, 
could carry such a stiff penalty. 

I have been told that Paulis brought a laptop 
with him and a DVD with YouTube cover- 
age of part of the riot that took place at 
Monterey Reserve a couple of weeks ago. 
I assume that the footage from an anony- 
mous filmmaker was supposed to show St 
Albans in a good light but having watched 
the footage I don’t think it shows anyone in 
a good light. 

Literally, because parts of it are dim and 
blurred and it’s difficult to work out who 
the protagonists are. 


History favours St Albans 


IF LAST week’s tribunal decision is not 


overturned or varied on appeal it will 
condemn Pines to relegation from Divi- 
sion One. 

It also will leave the St Albans players 
biting their fingernails and praying that the 
21 points already gained is enough to avoid 
relegation. 

But recent history is firmly on the side 

of the Churchill Reserve club as in every 
instance this century when just two teams 
have dropped down from State One, no rel- 
egated team has reached the 21-point mark. 
There have been seasons when relegated 
teams have reached 21 points or more but 
in every instance more than two clubs were 
relegated. 

Brunswick City can count itself unfortu- 
nate to have struck an unusual situation in 
2007 when four teams were dumped from 
Division One. That year Brunswick City 
amassed 24 points but still went down. 
Back in 2002, Westgate was one of three 
clubs relegated from State One despite 
gaining an impressive 27 points. Springvale 
White Eagles and Lalor United were the 
other clubs relegated that season. 

In season 2000, Yarraville reached the 
21-point mark but still was relegated along 
with Richmond and Doncaster Rovers. 
Should Pines not play another competitive 
game this season they won’t have to bear 
the burden of being the club with the lowest 
points total at the end of a Division One 
season. 

Currently Pines have just five points but 
back in season 2001 Sunshine George 
Cross ended up with just two draws, nine 
goals for and 80 against. 

Fitzroy City fared marginally better in sea- 
son 2004 when it recorded one win and one 
draw, 11 goals for and 87 against. 

Pines can take heart from the fact that 
George Cross bounced back in style and is 
mounting a campaign for a Premier League 
finals berth while Fitzroy City has arrested 
a drop through the leagues and currently 
sits on top of the Provisional One South- 
East ladder poised for a return to State 
League ranks. 


Alibeyi walks into a storm 
THERE’S little doubt that the suspen- 
sion of St Albans Dinamo from State One 
took the manager of the club’s excellent 
website at www.stalbanssaints.com com- 
pletely by surprise. 

The tribunal decision was delivered on the 
evening of Wednesday 24 June, which just 
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happened to be the last day available for 
new signings in the June transfer window 
for Division One clubs. 

Earlier that day the club’s website posted 

a news story hailing the signing of former 
player Metin Alibeyi. Here’s what it said: 
“Highly rated 24 year old Metin Alibeyi has 
signed for the club from Fawkner Blues. 
“Metin returns for his second stint at the 
club having played in the 2005 season. He 
then moved onto Altona Magic and then 
onto Fawkner Blues. Metin is a highly ver- 
satile attacking player. He can either play 
up front or as a winger.” 

The website news story then quoted Al- 
ibeyi, who said: “It’s great to be back at this 
fantastic club. I see this as a step up in my 
career [and] I hope that I settle in well and 
we can continue on our great run and win 
the league. We deserve to be back in the 
VPL; the club belongs there.” 

The website went on to say that “Metin will 
hopefully make his debut this weekend ... 
pending paperwork. We welcome Metin 
back to the club and wish him all the best.” 
Alibeyi and his teammates have more 
reason than most to take great interest 

in the result of the club’s tribunal appeal 
given that they were cooling their heels 

last weekend instead of being afforded the 
chance to maintain their promotion impetus 
by hosting relegation-threatened Southern 
Stars on Sunday. 


Will Mitten get the nod? 
FORMER Irish youth international Noel 
Mitten may be on the verge of being ap- 
pointed the new senior coach of State Three 
South-East outfit Sandringham City. 

Last week former Richmond captain James 
Baskerville and assistant coach Tommy Car- 
michael resigned from their positions. 

The reserves coaching staff acted in a care- 
taker capacity during last weekend’s away 
game against Waverley Wanderers. 

I also hear that the Sillitoe Reserve outfit 

has signed a striker from Scotland who is 
expected to arrive shortly. 

If Mitten takes over he has a mountain to 
climb with the club entrenched in last position 
in the league. 

But the world game (some would have us 
believe that that phrase never existed until Les

THE RETURN OF REAL MADRID 
El Pres Perez Unleashes The Real Deal 


For most rival clubs, it’s like watch- 
ing a chilling trailer to a horror 
sequel. Picture Real Madrid’s Presi- 
dent, Florentino Perez, in a horrify- 
ing close-up; hysterically trying to 
creating his new monster. 

The infamous cinematic voiceover 
describes, “Just when you thought that his 
ways were old. And just when you thought 
‘La Galacticos’ were dead, he comes back 
and creates some more. Hungrier than ever, 
just who can fulfil Perez’s desire and stop 
his new ‘Galacticos’. This summer, witness 
The Return of Real”. As the screen fades 
to black, you are left munching on your 
popcorn, slightly unnerved, and realise that 
they are at it again — Real Madrid are back. 

When Perez was re-elected as President, 
the football world took much caution, 
because Perez promised little in his attempt 
to bring in new faces. He promised to build 
a special ‘project’ in which he would bring 
special players to what is, or should, be 
a special club. Whenever they come out 
expressing their desires during the transfer 
window, fans and managers of various 
clubs tremble with fear because the lure 
of the Bernabeu is unlike most, especially 
when black suitcases are filled with fresh 
notes. However, for the last two years the 
other kids found it safe to go out and play 
during the transfer playtime because of 
Real’s recent ‘lack of lure’, but now that 
Perez is back, Madrid have re-emerged as 
the transfer bullies and they are ready to 
hang the weaker kids upside down so that 
they can collect all the falling lunch money 
they crave. 

Perez recently claimed that he has 
learned from his past mistakes and they 
would do things the ‘right’ way and indi- 
cated more of a ‘background’ stance in his 
current Presidency. But the cynics feel that 
it is a matter of leopards and spots; Perez 
is Perez and Madrid’s men upstairs will 
continue to come down at will. With great 
power comes great responsibility, but it 
seems that Perez wants responsibility for 
creating a team which may just deem him 
irresponsible if ‘old ways’ begin creeping 
in, and of course, Perez is no Peter Parker 
even though his web has lured in the big- 
gest names in world football. 

Momentarily the world’s most expensive 
player at nearly £60m, Kaka’s record was 
shattered by the acquisition of Cristiano 
Ronaldo for a staggering sum of £80m. 
However, Perez, dribbling from the mouth 
with voracious hunger is still looking 
to add the likes of David Villa and Xabi 
Alonso to complete his new Galacticos and 
begin re-challenging for major honours. In 
saying this, it must be understood that al- 
though Kaka and Ronaldo pose an obvious 
threat for opposition defences, Perez’s new 
‘Madrid monster’ may not rise as quick

as he envisions. A couple of years shy 

from a decade, Perez created his first Real 
monster, the original ‘Galacticos’. Zinedine 
Zidane became the most expensive player 
in the world by swapping Turin for Madrid 
in a £48m deal. Astonishingly, Real re-set 
the transfer record within the space of a 
year as Zidane’s signing actually overtook 
Luis Figo’s record breaking £37m contract 
buy-out from arch rivals Barcelona. Indeed, 
it was this very capture of Figo which 

had, and still has, the most significance in 
recognising Perez as the most powerful 
player in the transfer market; invariably, 
who he wants, he will get. The squad was 
strengthened the following year with super- 
star Ronaldo joining from Inter Milan for 
£22m and added to a formidable attacking 
line-up already consisting of Raul and Fer- 
nando Morientes. Even the biggest teams 
in world football struggled to show off 

one ‘World Player of the Year’- Real had 
three. It was frightening, awe-inspiring but 
also very successful. This was the original 
“super creation’ which Perez promised, and 
delivered. 

However, the potential problem for the 
Bernabeu regular, hoping for instant suc- 
cess is that when Zidane, Figo and Ronaldo 
joined Real Madrid to form an all-star 
line-up, they were already joining a thriv- 


ing team. For one, the defence was in much 
better shape than it is now and included the 
flank-flourishing full-backs Salgado and a 
certain Mr. Carlos, whilst Fernando Hierro, 
Helguera and Pavon covered other defen- 
sive areas. Additionally, Makelele always 
‘had the attackers’ backs’ and Cambiasso 
and Solari were also present. Conversely, 
this current team have had little success 
to show for their market value with a mix 
of nearly-players including the likes of 
Van der Vaart, and once again it seems to 
be organised chaos on the Madrid green. 
Yes, the ‘superstar’ players will smoothen 
the edges, but the backline needs to be 
strengthened and the correct power needs 
to be put in place for Madrid’s longevity 
of success. Perez always believed that the 
money spent on such transfers would be 
recuperated on and off the pitch. This belief 
was upheld during the first set of Galacti- 
cos, with domestic and European success 
and of course a very marketable club, but 
the risk on such reliance once again is 
huge. 

As mentioned, one of those old habits 
of Perez risks reactivity with his summer 
signings. During that infamous ‘Galactico’ 
era, Perez’s continuous direct relationship 
with the superstar players undermined the 
coaching staff and eventually there was the 


inevitable unsettled changing room syn- 
drome. It was claimed that if, for example 
Raul had a problem with the team selection 
or other personal matters, one phone call 
to the board room was sufficient enough to 
have demands met. Additionally, the execu- 
tive members also moonlighted as scouts 
and left the coaching staff in nominal, but 
not assertive, positions. We could have 
believed Perez had ‘changed’ his ways in 
his current term but the ‘Kaka and Ron- 
aldo’ seems to mirror the ‘Figo and Zidane’ 
— just whose signings were they? Obvi- 
ously not Juande Ramos’ signings since 

he knew his time was up long before he 
departed from Madrid’s ever busy mana- 
gerial airport, and such player demands 

of the current manager would have taken 
some audacity. Hence, Perez has changed 
as much as the size of Real’s mysteri- 

ous kitty — not much. For instance, at his 
monetary worth, if Ronaldo is not happy 
with a few things, he will let certain people 
know about it. If he wants to play, then he 
most probably will. Incidentally, amongst 
this entire circus, it can be forgotten that 
Real do have a manager who ‘can’ assert 
his authority. However, Perez’s creation 

of fascinating transfer activity has glossed 
right over the prominence of Madrid’s new 
manager. You may be forgiven for not be- 
ing able to name him, let alone realise they 
have actually appointed a manager. For the 
record, his name... is... 

Despite having a new manager and 
capturing the likes of Kaka and Ronaldo, 
perhaps the most vital addition to enhance 
their pulling-power is the acquisition of 
Zidane in his new role at the club. It could 
prove to be a profitable move on Madrid’s 
part since Zidane is an iconic and hugely 
inspirational figure for many players. For 
managers with top French players in their 
squad, it should be a case of ‘lock up your 
daughters’. Zidane has already personally 
met with Bayern Munich’s Franck Ribery 
in order to negotiate a deal to bring him to 
the Bernabeu and simply because Zidane 
is the negotiator, I would not bet against 
Ribery’s ‘desire’ to head to Spain rather 
than the Premiership, even 1f Munich have 
a different perspective. Moreover, the key 
area which Madrid should strengthen, even 
if they prefer not to, is the defence, which 
makes Arsenal’s Gael Clichy a very attrac- 
tive target — an easy target when Zidane is 
involved. 

Until the transfer window closes, you can 
picture various managers exerting all their 
body weight in trying to shut it themselves, 
hoping that time flies by quicker than 
Perez’s sleight of hand. Well, as long as the 
window remains open, we all have to make 
do with the chilling noise echoing outside 
— Perez’s Real have returned. The intent is 
frightening. Remember, the intent.

US YANK SPAIN’S CHAIN 


Brazil Look To Avoid Another Upset In Final 


It may not be the final that every- 
one was expecting, or wanting, but 
the Confederations Cup final will 
hopefully deliver a match filled with 
drama, goals and plenty of action 
representative of the 2009 tourna- 
ment. 

Before the tournament kicked off, many 
football pundits and supporters predicted 

- and had their fingers crossed — that the 
2009 Confederations Cup final would 
feature the world football’s most efficient, 
effective and exciting sides - Brazil and 
Spain. 

While Brazil upheld its part of the bargain, 
Spain forgot how to progress to a major 
tournament final, by flopping to competi- 
tion underdog the United States. 

With the top ranked south American team 
facing off against the top ranked north 
American side, Brazil vs the United States 
seems like a foreign fixture in international 
football. 

Few doubt Brazil’s capacity at reaching the 
final, and the Selecao are surely odds-on 
favourites to lift the trophy. 

The Brazilians have had a glitch-free tour- 
nament, picking up maximum points in all 
their four fixtures thus far. 

While their opening game against African 
qualifier Egypt was less than impressive, 
the Selecao recovered to thump the US 3-0 
and demolished reigning world champions 
Italy by the same score line with a clinical 
display of counter-attacking football. 

Their semi-final berth was expected from 
day one of the tournament, but the perfor- 
mance that they provided against a plucky 
South Africa, buoyed by the home crowd, 
was less than desirable. 

South America’s finest strike force, consist- 
ing of some of the world’s greatest foot- 
ballers in Robinho, Kaka and Luis Fabiano, 
that had previous run rampant throughout 
the tournament, was blunted by a brave 
display by the tournament hosts. 

While in the group stage the Brazilians 
found the net on a regular occasion, 10 
times in three games to be exact, Dunga’s 
men struggled to create chances and count- 
ed themselves lucky to progress to the final; 
a late Daniel Alves free-kick the saviour for 
Brazil’s blushes. 

Now Brazil has the chance to be the first 
side to defend the Confederations Cup 
since France did so by winning back-to- 
back tournaments in 2003 and 2005. 
France is the only team to have defended 
the trophy previously, and Brazil is well 
placed to become the second when they 
tackle the US this Sunday. 

Few would argue that Brazil are already 
deserved winners of this year’s tournament. 
Dunga’s men have illustrated the true fla-

vour and flair of Brazilian football and have 
been, by far, the most entertaining outfit. 
Their three-pronged strike force has been 
allowed to shine, and has illustrated the 
importance and beauty of attacking prowess 
in international football. 

If the side is to falter against the US, it will 
be due to a shortcoming in defence. 

But while their defence may be their only 
weakness — a weakness that has only been 
breached once this tournament in the open- 
ing game — the United States have few 
attacking options that can hurt Brazil. 
While their defeat of Spain was impres- 
sive to say the least, and an illustration of 
the magic of football — never write off the 
underdog — they surely will be unable to 
penetrate, and leave a significant impact on 
Brazil’s net. 

Brazil have been to finals previously, while 
it remains uncharted territory for the US, 
and the Brazilians, who offer quality all 
over the pitch, should use their superior 
personnel to inflict defeat on their north 
American rivals. 

Manager Dunga has appeared to have 
matched a balance of youth and experi- 
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ence in this tournament’s squad, with the 
controversial decision to leave the likes of 
Ronaldinho, Adriano and Diego out of the 
playing squad, a distant memory, and one 
that can no longer be criticised. 

The Brazilian manager’s faith in domestic- 
based talent has also reminded the world 
that there is a plethora of talent still resid- 
ing in the Brazilian leagues, with the next 
generation of Brazilian stars shining in this 
year’s competition. 

Ramires, previously unknown before this 
tournament kicked off, is one such domes- 
tic-based figure who has produced impres- 
sive displays, and his performances from 
the right side of midfield have been a key 
feature of Brazil’s success thus far. 

With Robinho performing in a wide attack- 
ing role, Ramires has played a defensive 
role to break down opposition attacks, and 
has spread the play effectively when the 
Selecao are on the attack. 

While football fans the world over are 
aware of Brazil’s enviable talent, the US 
are far from attractive in terms of their team 
sheet. 

Sure, we’ve heard of Landon Donovan, but

for a player who plies his trade in the US 
domestic league, there is no comparison 
against the likes of Kaka — who, inciden- 
tally, will probably be matched on the US’s 
‘greatest’ player — a player with 50 million 
+ worth of talent. 

The US’s only hopes of gaining a result 
will inevitably rest on the performance of 
their opponents, and not on their tactics or 
team selection. 

The US can probably only hope that they 
can use the momentum from their historic 
victory over Spain, and that Brazil has 
another below-par performance as they had 
in the semi-final against South Africa. 

It seems unlikely, due to the number of 
quality footballers Brazil have at their 
disposal, but football is a strange game and 
while the South Americans remain strong 
favourites, we can only look back on the 
position that Spain was in prior to defeat at 
the hands of the US to see that the under- 
dog should never be written off.

MAN CITY: A SQUAD BUILT ON THE LOVE OF MONEY 


How to Marry a Millionaire is a film about 
three New York models who set-up an 
apartment with the express intention of 
using their talents to trap millionaires 
and marry them. Eventually they have 
the usual moral dilemma of whether they 
should indeed marry for love or money. 

It’s a similar story with Manchester City. 
Players join for the money not the love. £250m 
of it has been rumoured to be made avail- 
able to Mark Hughes this off-season. While I 
haven’t been impressed with Hughes’ results as 
a manager or the players he has signed, he has 
remained in a job when better managers would 
have been fired. (Sven Goran Ericsson finished 
higher in the league and was booted.) 

Kuwaiti clemency means he begins the task 
of preparing his expensive squad for the up- 
coming 2009-10 season. Before then he needs 
to find out what that squad will consist of. 


Expectations 

Before we come to that let’s examine what 

the expectations are at City for the upcoming 
season. The Kuwaiti owners have targeted a 
top four finish within the next few years with 
next season’s goal being European football for 
the Mancunians, who finished a lowly 10th last 
term. 

The owners are nothing if not boringly level- 
headed. They see themselves as building some- 
thing for the long term so we probably won’t 
see the level of hiring and firing they have on 
an annual basis at Chelsea. 

However, if City are to get into Europe via 
the league it would mean bypassing West Ham, 
Tottenham and Fulham as well as either Aston 
Villa or Everton. They can’t rely on 7th place 
to bring European football like it did the season 
just gone. 

Call me crazy but, as Aston Villa has shown, 
this is by no means a pipe dream for Man- 
chester’s second team. Remember, Hughes is 
the Paris Hilton of football, with almost limit- 
less shopping funds at his disposal, something 
Aston Villa lacked while still flirting with the 
Champions League spots. 

Not to say that City will be the next Aston 
Villa, just to say it would be no surprise if it 
happened, meaning the expectations from the 
owners are not without foundation. Just as im- 
portantly, they are going to give Hughes all the 
support he needs in the transfer market. There 
will be no excuses for failure. Then again, to be 
fair on the Welshman, he hasn’t made any in his 
time at Eastlands. 

This is the most vital off-season of Hughes 
short managerial career. So far I’ve been left 
under whelmed, though there’s plenty of time 
left for me to get even more disillusioned. 


Comings and Goings 

At the time of this article The Citizens have 
signed three players — goalkeeper Stuart Taylor 
(who?) from Aston Villa, England international 
Gareth Barry for £12m and Roque Santa Cruz 
for £18m (or thereabouts). Barry is actually a 
great move from Hughes. To sign a seasoned 
international player who will start every game 
and in his favoured central midfield position 
and who will play the killer ball to a speedy 
centre forward is exactly...whoa...sorry back 
up there, I’m getting ahead of myself. The 
trouble is Man City don’t have an Agbonlahor, 
which brings me to Santa Cruz. 

He’s 27 and just come off an injury-hit season 
in which he started 17 games and scored 4 
goals. Can he be the goal scoring threat to 
supplement Robinho? I don’t think so and later 
on Ill tell you (and Hughes) who he should 
buy. The fixation Hughes seems to have on 
Santa Cruz is a kind of tunnel vision or a man 
crush, as though he only sees the player he 
managed at Blackburn a few years ago and not 
the ugly duckling he has become since. Yes a 
change of scenery could provide a change of 
fortune, and Santa isn’t the only one who’ll get 
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that next season. 

One player who has been criticised often 
enough has been Michael Owen. Yet at 29 the 
ex-England and soon to be ex-Newcastle striker 
bagged 8 goals in 21 starts, a better strike rate 
than Santa. But Pll mention more about Owen 
next week when I discuss (along with Tevez 
and a few others) players who are going to ply 
their trade elsewhere. 

According to City chairman Khaldoon al 
Mubarak they expect to sign up to six players, 
though there is no word on who will be shown 
the door. ““We will shrink our squad and add 
four to six players,” Mubarak is quoted as say- 
ing on PremierLeague.com. “Key for us is that 
we trust Mark Hughes and any acquisition is 
based on his view,’ he went on to say. Though 
I’ve no doubt about his sincerity I do wonder 
if it was Hughes’ decision to sign Robinho last 
year or to put in the mega offer for Kaka. My 
suspicion is he just went along with it so as not 
to antagonise the money men. 

Assuming Mubarak is true to his word, that 
they will shrink the squad, let’s see which play- 
ers he’ ll get rid of by playing one of the oldest 
games in football, speculation! 


Goalkeepers and Defence 

Browsing through the squad on City’s official 
website there is nothing to be added or taken 
away from the goalkeepers. Shay Given is 

one the EPL’s best and in Joe Hart and Kasper 
Schmeichel they have adequate back-ups. To 
this end it is hard to understand why they have 
loaned Joe Hart to Birmingham City, aside from 
giving him much-needed experience. 

They gave up 50 goals last term, the most 
amongst the top 10 so it is the defence that 
needs addressing the most. Like most teams 
they have a number of players (Michael Ball, 
Tal Ben-Haim, Glauber Berti, Shaleum Logan 
and Danny Mills) who are squad players. Yet 
far from changing the walk-on actors rumours 
suggest captain Richard Dunne is the one on the 
move to Tottenham Hotspur. 

Dunne’s problem is lack of pace; every time 
I saw him last season he struck me as over- 
weight and slow, and didn’t help his or his 
team’s cause with 2 sending offs in the league. 
In his defence the departure of Vedran Corluka 
early last season left a big whole in the central 
defence from which they never recovered and 
Hughes couldn’t make up his mind whether Mi- 
cah Richards was a centre back or right back. 

In an ideal world they’d keep Dunne (though 
I doubt he’d be happy being just a squad player 
or losing the captaincy to Gareth Barry if 
newspaper reports are correct) and draft in three 
or four first choice defenders, allowing them 
to get rid of the fringe players like Berti, Mills 
and Ball. Logan is a youth team product and so 
probably won’t be sold..

Who Should Come In? 
This is hard to predict. Micah Richards has the 
right-back slot on lockdown but that’s the only 
certainty. Hughes needs to buy players to fill 
positions they are weak in as well as supple- 
menting the players I think should go. A couple 
of centre backs and a left back should suffice. 
There have been many players linked to them 
but in my view what they lacked in defence last

year was speed. St. Etienne full-back Mou- 
hamadou Dabo could be on his way in but is 
he a first choice player? They have also been 
linked with Kolo Toure (£12m) and Joleon 
Lescott (£16m). These are both solid players 
who would improve their squad but neither 

is blessed with a 6th gear. They are good but 
neither are the world class centre backs a man 
with £250m would truly want. 

This is the problem for City, not quite big 
enough to attract the truly world class players, 
but rich enough bid for them. 

Given money isn’t an object if I was Hughes 
I would buy both Lescott and Toure for the 
combined £28m, they’ll add depth to the weak- 
est parts of the squad. A top quality left-back is 
also a must. There are two Germans who spring 
to mind; Hamburg’s Marcel Jansen (23) and 
Schalke 04’s Christian Pander (25). Both are 
athletic, over 6ft and pacy. Pander is especially 
willing to push forward and support the attack 
as his | goal and 3 assists in 13 Bundesliga 
starts testifies. My guess-timate for him is 
£14m. 

Whilst I’m at it P’'d buy Napoli’s speedy Bra- 
zilian centre back Fabiano Santacroce for about 
£15m; if he can get a work permit. He would 
add speed to the brawn of the other two.

Midfield 

Out of the current crop only Stephen Ireland, 
Shaun Wright-Philips, Nigel De Jong, Vincent 
Kompany and Kelvin Etuhu are sure to be there 
next year. 

Elano has been making noises about moving 
to Inter Milan and the others (Gelson Fernandes 
and Michael Johnson) are expendable squad 
players. 

Dietmar Hamann and Martin Petrov are both 
the wrong side of 30 and the former’s contract 
expires this summer. Petrov will probably be 
allowed to leave if there are suitable takers. 

After the signing of Gareth Barry I don’t see 
Hughes spending any more Kuwaiti funds on 
midfielders and I don’t think I would either un- 
less CR7 declares Man City as his “dream”.

Attack 

Linked with everyone from Kaka to David Villa 
it seems they’ Il have to settle for Carlos Tevez 
(£25m) and Roque Santa Cruz (£18m). 

Fringe players will have to go. Felipe Caicedo, 
Jo, Benjani Mwaruwari, Darius Vassell, Ched 
Evans and Daniel Sturridge (who is at the end 
of his contract and joined Chelsea) all fit into 
this category. 

Robinho, Bellamy and Bojinov (still only 23) 
are the only three I expect to stay. Whatever 
happens, with the signing of Santa Cruz and 
impending signing of Tevez, it looks as though 
Bellamy may be the odd man out as Robinho 
will probably switch to a wide left role to ac- 


commodate Tevez, or they could play three up 
front. 

This is where Hughes has missed a trick. Part 
of having all that money is the ability to make 
a statement to your rivals. Last year it was 
Robinho. For me, buying Santa Cruz is like 
poaching a shop assistant from a discount store 
to work in Harrods. RSC is good but Blackburn 
were once holding out for £25m so it shows 
how much his stock has fallen (or how unrealis- 
tic Blackburn were!) 

They need more than RSC to make a splash. 
My suggestion...drum roll...Emmanuel Ad- 
ebayor. Whilst RSC gives them an aerial threat 
he doesn’t offer a counter-attacking threat. 
Also, what a coup it would be to buy a player 
from a club in the same country that is much 
bigger than you. Talk about kicking sand in the 
face of a muscle-bound man!

Whatever does happen there are 
interesting times ahead for City fans and though 
I can’t predict what will happen at Eastlands, I 
know the marriage won’t be dull next season. 
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IS THERE ANYTHING LEFT IN OWEN? 
One Time Wonder Kid Faces Career Crossroad 


Had Newcastle secured just one more 
point towards the end of last season, there 
is little doubt that Michael Owen would 
have remained at the club. Instead, 
Newcastle will be spending next season 
in the second tier of English football, 
and Michael Owen will be not be renew- 
ing his contract to play in a black and 
white shirt. Unlike the Magpies, Owen 
wants to continue playing his football in 
the Premier League. But the questions 
remain as to whether he still has enough 
to play top flight football, and if he does 
for which club will it be? 

First things first, I’d like to point out that 
Iam a huge Owen fan, and have been since 
he scored one of the greatest World Cup 
goals ever against Argentina in 1998. Owen 
has recently admitted that he has had to de- 
velop a very thick skin as he has been heav- 
ily criticised, rightly or wrongly, for much 
of his career. However I have never jumped 
on that particular bandwagon. I have al- 
ways believed in his talent and I would also 
suggest that he is a very good professional 
as well as a seemingly very nice human 
being. Yet in the last year or so I have been 
critical of Owen myself, and believe that his 
last year at Newcastle was not too far away 
from being a complete disaster, much like 
the Magpies season as a whole. Therefore 
when looking at Owen’s future I am not 
going to be one of his detractors who almost 
blindingly criticise the man, yet I am not go- 
ing to be a soft touch either, and hopefully I 
will bring to you an unbiased view regard- 
ing the future of one of the best goal-scorers 
England has ever produced. 

Owen is a player who is soon to be a free 
agent, and so is free to move to any club 
he likes, or at least any club that will have 
him. He recently sent out a thirty-two page 
dossier in which he listed his achievements 
and accolades, of which he has many, and 
also of his career injuries, which unfortu- 
nately he has also had many of. Owen also 
suggests that he has much to teach younger 
players, especially strikers, and would be 
an asset to a club both on and off the field. 
Despite this rather unique way that Mi- 
chael has tried to sell himself, he has yet to 
receive, as of the writing of this article, any 
concrete offers from any clubs. The reason 
that Owen’s future is in limbo at this mo- 
ment in time is quite simple; he is a player 
with a vast amount of upside, but who also 
had quite a lot of downside as well. 

What Owen has in his favour is that, as 
I have suggested earlier, he is one of the 
best goal-scorers that England has ever 
had. He is fourth on the list in terms of 
top scoring players for England, behind Sir 
Bobby Charlton, Gary Lineker and Jimmy 
Greaves, and in my opinion he would have 
beaten all three men’s feats had he not been 
so injury prone, and of course there is still 
time to score more goals for his country as

he has not yet internationally retired. For 
his clubs Owen has scored one hundred and 
sixty goals in three hundred and twenty-two 
games; a ratio of pretty much a goal every 
other game. Quite simply, he is a goal- 
scorer of the highest quality. 

Owen has also plied his trade at two of the 
biggest clubs in the world, Liverpool and 
Real Madrid, and has also played for a club 
(perhaps not at this point) which is one of 
the biggest in England, Newcastle United. 
And not only has he played for some big 
teams, he has succeeded at those teams, as 
well as being arguably the best striker in 
international football for at least a few years 
in terms of his goals per game and his knack 
for scoring goals in big games. One thing 
that Michael Owen can never be described 
as is ‘not a big game player’, and when his 
country needed him, he stepped up to the 
mark almost every time, something which 
cannot always be said for the current crop 
of English talent. Owen would bring with 


him goals and ability in goal-scoring areas, 
as well as vast experience to teach younger 
players, both in terms of on the field activity 
as well as how to behave and conduct them- 
selves off the field. 

So if we are talking about a man whose 
scoring record is second to none, who has 
been good enough to have played for two 
of the world’s biggest clubs, and who is 
still only twenty nine years old, why aren’t 
clubs falling over themselves to sign him? 
Well for a start there are his injuries. As I 
suggested earlier, I believe he would have 
scored more goals for England than anyone 
else if it wasn’t for his injuries, but one 
simply cannot ignore the fact that the man 
is ridiculously injury prone. And these 
injuries have really taken a toll on his body, 
as he is nowhere near as fast or as sharp as 
he used to be, and although he is not even 
thirty yet, there is no way to tell how long 
he will be able to continue playing. And 
even is he does have years left in him, with 


his history of injuries there is absolutely no 
way to guarantee that he can play for more 
than a few games a season. 

And not only is there the playing side to 
worry about, there is also the money side. 
As one of the biggest names in English foot- 
ball Owen commands a relatively large sal- 
ary, and since he is no longer good enough 
to play for the big money boys the only way 
that he can gain a place at a Premier League 
club is by signing for one of the smaller 
clubs, who would have to take a gamble on 
him and allow him to take up a section of 
their wage budget which could be arguably 
better, or at least safer, spent elsewhere. 

And it is two such clubs, Hull and Stoke, 
which are the leading contenders for his 
signature at the moment. Both Phil Brown 
of Hull and Tony Pulis of Stoke seem to 
believe that Owen is worth enough to take a 
gamble on him and his injury history. And 
in my opinion, I wholeheartedly agree. 

I certainly believe that Owen is not even 
close to being the player he was a few years 
ago, and I doubt that he has more than three 
or four top years left in his injury raddled 
body. I also concede that his wage demands 
mean that any club acquiring him would be 
taking a financial risk on him actually being 
able to play Premier League football each 
week. Yet I think the gamble is a good one, 
as I still believe that Owen will score goals 
at any club. He has goal-scoring instincts 
which I believe still remain despite his 
slowing of pace and of sharpness. He is still 
good enough to sneak into the box and grab 
a goal, even if he only gets one chance in a 
game. And goals mean points, which could 
make or break the season for teams like Hull 
and Stoke. 

So if Pulis or Brown are reading this, and 
I can’t see a reason why they wouldn’t, 

I recommend that you take a chance on 
Owen. He could be the best signing you’ll 
make this transfer window.

BLAST FROM THE PAST 


COSMOS COMES TO TOWN 


Razzmatazz, Glitz, Glamour and Green Gully 


= 


Many famous teams have toured Australia 
over the years but few made as much of 

a splash as the New York Cosmos who 
came to Australia twice, in October 1979 
and again in October 1982. At that time the 
Cosmos was still surfing the Pele-inspired 
boom which marked the early years of the 
North American Soccer League, though 

by 1979 Pele was no longer playing for the 
club. 

The Cosmos still had a host of stars led by Franz 
Beckenbauer and in 1979 they played games in 
Melbourne, Sydney and Adelaide. 

Johnny Warren organised the Sydney game and 
his biography has a fascinating account of the 
pioneering efforts to use United States promotional 
methods to generate a crowd for the match, which 
proved so effective in Sydney that the Show- 
grounds were swamped by fans and ‘theatre-goers’ 
on 24 October 1979. More than 50,000 crammed 
into the ground, breaking down gates at one point, 
and though much money and publicity was gained, 
not all of it was positive outside the soccer media. 

Jimmy Rooney who played against Beckenbauer 
in the World Cup in Germany in 1974 captained 
the Australian eleven and took particular delight 
in scoring the first goal against Cosmos. Georgio 
Chinaglia equalised but Tony Henderson got the 
winner for the Australia. The squad for that game 
included Rooney, Greg Woodhouse, Ivo Prskalo, 
Peter Sharne, Mark Jankovics, Steve Perry, Joe 
Senkalski, Bobby Russell, Martin Crook, Jim 
Tansey, Phil O’Connor, Ken Bowden, John Coyne, 


Gary Cole, now football operations boss 
for Melbourne Victory, played twice against 
the Cosmos in 1979.

Gary Cole, John Nyskohus and Edi Krncevic. Rudi 
Gutendorf was the coach. 

Three days earlier on Sunday 21 October 1979, 
the Cosmos narrowly defeated Victoria by three 
goals to two at Olympic Park as 28,000 fans 
packed into the ground. Victoria was represented 
by Yaka Banovic, Steve Short, Jim Tansey, John 
Yzendoorn, Steve Kokoska, Jimmy Rooney, Carl 
Gilder, Joe Piciaone, Tommy Cumming, John 
Gardiner, Gary Cole, Jamie Paton and Joe Tront. 
Rooney and Cumming scored for Victoria, and 
John Neeskens with two and Chinaglia for the 
Cosmos. The Cosmos line up included Hubert 
Birkenmeier, Andranik Eskandarian, Carlos Al- 
berto, Franz Beckenbauer, Dennis Tueart, Vladislav 
Bogicevic, Giorgio Chinaglia, Antonio Carbonanti, 
Arsenio Jardin, Gary Etherington, Johan Neeskens, 
Santiago Formoso, Greg Ryan and Nelsi Morais. 
Len McKendry coached Victoria and Chris Bam- 
bridge whistled. 

In the final match of the tour, Cosmos beat Ad- 
elaide City two-nil at Hindmarsh Stadium in front

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of a crowd of 23,500 with Tueart and Chinaglia on 
target. 

The Cosmos came back in 1982 and played 
against Victoria. Coincidentally the score was the 
same as three years earlier but the crowd was well 
down, being variously estimated at 12—15,000. 
The Victorian team selected by Tim White and 
Bobby McLachlan was Jeff Olver in goal, Peter 
Lewis, John Gardiner, Stuart Cannell, Charlie 
Yankos, Zoran Ilioski, Stefan Mila, Jimmy Camp- 
bell, Ken Murphy, Paul Lewis, and Dave Brogan, 
with substitutes George Campbell, Doug Brown, 
who scored with his first kick, and Carl Gilder. 
Kenny Murphy got the other Victorian goal from 
the penalty spot, and Stuart Cannell unfortunately 
put through is own goal after 15 minutes, while 
Neeskens and Chinaglia also scored for Cosmos. 

Cosmos lined up with Hubert Birkenmeier, Gee, 
Durgan, Franz Beckenbauer, Erhardt Kapp, Johan 
Neeskens, Rick Davis, Vladislav Bogicevic, Julio 
Cesar Romero, Roberto Cabanas, Giorgio China- 
glia and substitutes Andranik Eskandarian, Iarusci 


and Seninho. 

Cosmos played another match on that tour which 
is less well known. Green Gully was prepar- 
ing for the Dockerty Cup semi-final and Arnold 
Langer, Gully’s treasurer and representative on the 
Victorian Soccer Federation’s board of manage- 
ment, had been liaison officer for the Cosmos’ stay 
in Melbourne. He formed a friendship with coach 
Julio Mazzei and Beckenbauer. 

Cosmos had completed their commitments in 
Melbourne but had a few days before flying to 
Japan and Mazzei was looking for ways to keep his 
side ticking over. Langer and Bobby McLachlan 
convinced the coach that a match was better than 
training. Mazzei agreed as long as there were no 
tackles and no publicity. 

Gully led 2—1 at the break against a Cosmos XI 
made up mostly of its reserves, forcing Mazzei 
to send in all the big guns in the second half to 
emerge 3—2 winners. Beckenbauer did not play in 
the game, but he and Mazzei attended the club’s 
annual ball for the player-of-the-year presenta- 
tion that evening. Both made speeches, signed 
autographs and posed for pictures during the night. 
It was Bobby McLachlan’s swansong after a suc- 
cessful three-year spell at Gully. 

David Hogben played in that match and reflected 
afterwards to Peter Desira, “And when you talk 
about highlights (of my career at Green Gully) 
what about when New York Cosmos came here and 
played a practice match against us? You’re talking 
about Beckenbauer, Neeskens, Chinaglia.’

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Red Devils claw through to Semis 
Campbelltown City has advanced to 
the semi final of the Top Corner Sports 
Cup after overcoming a resilient White 
City outfit 3-1.

Both sides came into the match with deplet- 
ed line-ups and the starting elevens resembled 
something like musical chairs as Campbell- 
town and White City rang in the changes.
